U S. FATCAlaw will be fully 
enforced of ]uly 1. 2014. 
FATCA stands for Foreign 
AccoLtni; Ta.it Compliance Act. 
The purpose of this law is to 
locate individLials who are try- 
mg CO evade paying their U. S. 
taxes and discourage conceal¬ 
ing income and assets The 
law IS also valid for US tax 
payers who are active m ven¬ 
tures outside U.S borders. 

This law requires that all FFl 
(Foreign Financial Institution) 
must ^ive the IKS informa¬ 
tion ot possible taxpayers to 
the Internal Revenue Service 
(lus) of the United States fed¬ 
eral government The new' law 
IS now incorporated into their 
task of collecting taxes and the 
interpretation and enforce¬ 
ment of the Internal Revenue 
Code. Also all FFi must reg¬ 
ister at the IRS before May 3. 
2014. 

Institiitioiks that fallurider 
the FFI are: Banks; Ero ker 
dealers and other identities that 
execute the so-called‘custo¬ 
dial businesses', investment 
identities that execute cer¬ 
tain activities for their clients;

when a financial institution 
IS registered on time it will 
appear on the IKS Foreign 
Financial Institution' list 
which will be First published 
on July 2, 2014 and a monthly 
updated list. The list is to 
determine if the FFl pertains 
to the FATCA netw'ork. The 
IKS only expects registration 
of FFl that comply with the 
FATCA requirements. These 
requirements are stipulated 
in the FFI agreement and are 
available on the IKS website 


Consequences of not 
registering 

If a financial institution is 
not registered, it cannot give 
information of clients that 
pertains under FATCA Said 
institution can get a 30% tax 
of the'w'lthhold able payments' 
proceeding from the US. 
Withhol able payments are: 


Interest payments, dividends, 
lease incomes, salary, premi¬ 
ums. life insurance, compen¬ 
sations. fees or any other kind 
of benefit - either annually 
fixed or periodical, winnings 
or other earning proceeding 
from the US. 

Usually the 30% tax is

withheld by the 'withholding 


agent,' an entity (i.e another 
FFI) that controls the payout 
of the 'withhold able payment.' 

Non-registered institutions 
may also suffer other conse¬ 
quences. for example, boycott 
by other financial institu¬ 
tions which do comply wnth 
FACTA The results is that 
various FFl that do not comply 


wnth FATCA can possibly 
cause damage to Aruba's inter- 
Tiational reputation among the 
global financial community.

T he V e t e ra li j ou rna 1 1 sr fi rst 
moved to Mexico in 1961

Hu nd re d Yea rs o f 3 ol i tu de' 
which was published ih 196? 

Hie wite, Mercedes Carcha, 
and sons Rodrigo and 
Gonzalo, will bring the late 
writer's ashes to the memorial 
after leaving their house in 
southern Mexico City where 
they have grieved in private 
while friends, fellow writers 
and politicians visited them 
Th e cause of death has 
nor been disclosed but he 
died a week after a bout of 
pneu monia.

'‘Garcia Marquez never 
became a Mexican national 
but he has Mexican family: 
his sonSf grandchildren as 
well as his house a nd friends." 
said jaime Abello, direc¬ 
tor of the Ibero-American 
New Journalism Foundation 
founded by Ga rcia Marquez, 

’‘He loved rhis country He 
w'as very gratetul and belt as 
Mexican as any other per¬ 
son,” Abello told MV3 Radio. 

His biographer, British 
w'l'iter Gerald Martin, said 
he understood the secu¬ 
lar nature of the ceremony 
because Garcia Marquez was 
not a religious man 

“But he was a man wdao 
respected other people’s 
beliefs, like his mother. 


Almost his entire family w'as 
very Catholic,'' ^Lartin told 
Colombia's Cara col radio. 

‘*He joked that he didn't 
believe in god but feared 
him a lot,” said the author of 
‘''Gabriel Garcia Marquez: A 
Life.” 

His native Colombia w'ill 
hold its ow'ia ceremony at 
Bogota’s cathedral Today 
tor the man Santos hailed as 
‘*th e greatest Colombian of 
all time." 

Then on Wednesday, to 
mark World Book Day, 
Colombians will have read¬ 
ings ot Garcia Marquez's 
novel “No One Writes to 
the Colonel" in more than 
1,000 libraries, parks and 
universities 

The fa mil y has not said 
w'here the author's final 
resting place w'ill be but 
Colombia hopes that the 
family will divide Garcia 
Marquez's ashes between his 
homeland and Mexico

Thirteen people w'ere con¬ 
firmed killed in the avalanche 
above base camp and three 
more are missing and tea red 
dead.

Dutch man 
arrested in 
Amanda 
Todd cyber- 
bullying case 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
35-year-old Dutch mafi has 
been arrested in connection 
with the suicide ot a Canadi¬ 
an tee-na^e girl that sparked a 
worldwide debate on cyber- 
bullying and online harass- 
nient, prosecutors said this 
week end. 

Canada will begin extra¬ 
dition proceedings ‘^so that 
the man niay face the court 
linked with the Amanda 
Todd case,” prosecutor’s 
office spokesman Paul van der 
Zand ell told APE 
The suspect was arrested in 
January in the southern town 
of Tilburg and is suspected 
of having forced do^etis of 
young w^onien as far afield 
as the United States, Britain 
and Netherlands of perform¬ 
ing sex acts in front of their 
webcams, 

Canadian authorities linked 
the man to the Todd case as 
early as October 2012, just 
after th e girhs suicide, van der 
Zalideli said. 

Prosecutors allege that the 
suspect, identified as Ay din C. 
by Dutch media, blackmailed 
girls into perforniing lewd 
acts, threatening them with 
the public revelation of earlier 
acts if they failed to deliver. 
According to the suspect’s 
lawyer, quoted by a Dutch 
news agency, the man has 
requested a trial in the Neth¬ 
erlands and will hght his 
extradition. 

Aft er several Filled suicide at¬ 
tempts and posting the You¬ 
Tube video describing ber 
sadness, Todd finally killed 
herself in October 2012. 


Teen survives five-hour flight in airplane wheel well: report 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A l(S->'ear- 

old boy was lucky to be alive Monday 
after surviving a flight from Califor¬ 
nia to Hawaii in the wheel well of an 
airplane, US media reported. 

The young stowaway endured 
freezing temperatures and a lack of 
oxygen aboard the hve-alid-a-half 
hour Hawaiian Airlines flight, which 
reached an altitude of so me 33,000 
feet, an FBI offtcial told the Los An¬ 
geles Times. 

‘^How he survived, 1 don’t kitow It’s a 
miracle,” FBI spokesman Tom Simon 
told the daily following the teen’s 
harrowing journey haJflvay across the 
Pacific Ocean. 

Securiw video from the Mine- 
ta International Aiipoit in San |ose 
showed the youth hopping a fence 


and making his way to Hawaiian 
Airlines Flight 45, where he climbed, 
undetected, into the wheel well of the 
aircraft. 

With oxygen scarce and tempera¬ 
tures well below freezing, Simon said 
the boy appears to have Deeii uncon¬ 
scious 'Tor pretty much the entire” 
flight. 

The aircraft landed Sunday 
mid-morning at Maui’s Kahului Air¬ 
port, and the boy, who did not regain 
consciousness for another hour, woke 
up, he hopped down onto the tarmac. 
Hawaiian Airlines personnel at that 
point ncjticed the youth on a airpoit 
ramp and notified security, the news¬ 
paper wrote. 

Despite the security breach that 
alloW'ed him to reach the plane, there 


was no indication that boy posed a 
threat to the airline, and he has not 
been charged with a crime, report 
said. 

while It 13 not unheard of it is 
extremely rare to survive a flight in 
the wheel well of an aircraft. Many 
who try end up freezing to death or 
succumbing from a lack of oxygen. 

In one recent such case, the body 
of a 26-vear-old stowaw^ay was found 
crumpled on a suburban London 
street in 2012, after he apparently 
climbed aboard a British Airways 
plane m Angola and fell from the 
wheel well as the plane prepared to 
land at Heathrow Airport.

They were among 197 
suspect cases recorded inthe 
impoverished invest African 
country. 

'^From now on, biolog¬ 
ical analysis can be done 
more quic kly, and the toll 
will no longer include any 
non-con fi rmed cases,'^ 
government spokesman 
Damantaiig Albert Camara 
said in a statement. 

Gueckedou. a town in 
the south of the country 
which has sut+ered one of 


the largest outbreaks, has 
seen 34 deaths out of 53 
confirmed cases. In the cap¬ 
ital Conakry, with 36 con¬ 
firmed cases, 15 people have 
died, 

Last week the World 
Health Organization said 
there had been lOl labo¬ 
ratory-confirmed cases ot 
Ebola in the former French 
colony, and 56 deaths. Some 
24 health-care workers have 
contracted the virus, 13 ot 
whom have died. 

The virus has crossed 
into neighbouring Liberia, 
where the government has 
laboratory confirmation of 
six cases.

Abdullah al-Rabiah w^as 
named adviser to King 
Abd ullah and replaced 
by Labour Minister Adel 
Fakieh, said a r^al decree 
carried by the official Saudi 
Press Agency. 

Saudi iirabia has registered 
by tar the largest number ot 
infections with Middle East 
Respiratory Syndrome since 
the disease’s discovery in 
September 2012. 

Of 243 confirmed cases 
across the planet, 231 have 
been in Saudi Arabia, 
according to the World 
Health Organisation. 

Of those, 76 people have 
died, most recently two 
foreigners in the commer¬ 
cial capital [eddah where 
there have been mounting 
fears of a potential surge in 
intectioiis. 

Panic over the spread ot 


the virus among medical 
staff in Jeddah triggered the 
temporary closure ot a hos¬ 
pital emergency room in the 
city earlier this month. 

The now' fired minister 


visited the facility last week 
in a bid to reassure the pub¬ 
lic but on Wednesday at 
least four doctors at the 
King Fahd H ospital report¬ 
edly resigned afier refusing 
to treat MERS patients. 

MERS was initially con¬ 
centrated in eastern Saudi 
Arabia but it now affe cts 
other areas, 

The virus is considered a 
d ead 1 ier bu t les s-t ran s ni i s si- 
ble cousin of the SARS virus 
that erupted in Asia in 2003 
and infected 8,273 people, 
nine percent of whom died. 

Experts are still strug¬ 
gling to understand MERS, 
For which there is no known 
vaccine. 

A recent study said the 
virus has been ‘^extraordi¬ 
narily common” in camels 
for at least 20 years, and may 
have been passed directly 
from the animals to humans.

McCartney wows 
Uruguayans in packed 
stadium concert 



MONTEVIDEO (AFP) - Ex-Beatle Sir Paul McCartney wowed 
fans at an Uruguay concert late Saturday, performing clas¬ 
sics from his long career and dazzling the crowd with his 
rendition of 'let It Be”. McCartney opened the Montevideo 
show -- part of the “Out There” world tour - with “Eight 
Days a Week" a 1964 Beatle hit released long before many 
of the audience members were born. But age was not a 
factor as "Macca ” now 71, belted out decades-old hits 
like in the good old days with George, John and Ringo. Sir 
Paul also played post-Beatle songs from the 1970s when 
he was with the band Wings, hits from the solo period that 
followed, and tunes from his latest album, “New” (2013). 
But it was the Beatle songs from the 1960s like “Blackbird,” 
“Yesterday" and “Helter Skelter” that sent the crowd into 
a frenzy. The stadium lit up with flashes from cel phones 
and personal cameras when McCartney sang the 1970 
Beatle classic “Let It Be.” The legendary band broke up in 
that same year. Two determined female fans managed to 
get onstage for a signature from the rock great. McCartney 
also honored the request of a loud front-row fan by playing 
“One after 909," a lesser-known song from the “Let it Be” 
album. More than 45,000 people crammed into the Cente- 
nario football stadium - built to host the 1930 World Cup, 
which U ruguay won - to enjoy the concert.

The application was removed 
from the store once the fraud 
had been uncovered, but the 
fact still remained that more 
than 10.000 users purchased it 
-The Guardian says more than 
30,000 buyers WTte duped. 
However it looks like Google 
has taken the issue into its own 
hands and it’s making amends 
to those affected. 

Android Police reports that 
Google ts now refunding 
those Android devices users 


that purchased Virus Shield, 
and throwing on top an extra 
If5 Plav Store credit that can 
be used to purchase additional 
content. 

Meanwhile, Virus Shield's 
creato r has told The Guardian 
that the application is legit¬ 
imate. and that a version 
without virus protection was 
mistakenly uploaded to the 
Play Store. According to the 
paper the developer has pulled 
the app from the store before 
his account was blocked, and 
before the 15th of the month, 
when Google makes payments 
ro developers. The developer 
said that a proper app may be 
made available free of charge 
in the fut Lire, However, a 
proper replacement application 
was not uploaded to the Play 
Store vet.

BOSTON (AFP) - Tens of thousands of nuuiers, cheered by a multitude of specta¬ 
tors, streamed tlirough the streets of Boston Monday to reclaim die world's oldest 
maiathon from die feai' left by last year's deadly twin bombing. More dian 3,500 
police, double the size of the force last year, kept watch to prevent any replay of 
die gliastly camj^e that devastated the race on April 15, 2013 when two explosive 
de\ices tore through the crowds at the finish line. Tliree people were killed and 264 
injured in a rain of shrapnel. Tlie festive atmosphere was only heightened when Meb 
Keflezighi became the first American man since 1983 to win die event. Kenya’s Rita 
Jeptoo won her second women's title in a row and third oveiall. The Eritrea-bom 
Keflezighi said lie hoped liis victory would help the city heal^ in the way Boston's 
beloved Red Sox triimiphed in the TO>rld Series last year.
